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Editorial Trade Review. 

The month of January has nearly passed, many plans 
for the year’s business have been formulated, fervent 
hopes for increased profits and lessened expenses are 
being developed in the brainy minds of commercial 
leaders, and upon every hand are found noticeable 
those harbingers of a prosperous spring trade, exhibited 
only too visibly, in a decreasing indebtedness upon 
every hand from the vigorous farmer with an eye on 
increased productions, to the ambitious merchant 
planning a spring campaign of greater extension. 
| Combined with this will be found increasing activity 
| in the fertile fields of usefulness covered by the manu- 
facturer and his representatives, so that the hearts of 
these advance agents of 1898 prosperity will be glad- 
dened by innumerable orders which last year failed to 
materialize early enough although sanguinely ex- 
pected. 

The trade of the winter has maintained a steadiness 
which inspires the feeling that we have at last reached 
the end of industrial uncertainty. Manufacturers see 
in these hopeful conditions the improving signs of the 
times. Industries, the prices for whose commodities 
have been for a long time abnormally low, are lending 
a glad ear to the promoter who firmly believes that in 
a combination and concentration of industrial energy 
4 can be established a more certain basis of sustained 
profits, than if each manufacturer was turned loose on 
the fields of competition to pick up what he could get 
only by underbidding a manufacturer whose resources 
are equal to his own, while his wish for a dividend is 
even greater. 

Prices quoted by Hardware manufacturers have re- 
covered from that depressing condition that creates 
strikes and closes factory doors, and although low are 
in a favorable state for the encouragement of stock 
‘orders, a state of things the leading makers of Harde 
ware would welcome only too gladly. 

It will need only a glance at our columns giving a 
review of current changes and corrections, to notice 
how sedulously the manufacturers are preparing for 
the active demand which, unless all signs fail, will 
prove the most prominent characteristic of business 
during the year upon which we have now entered. 
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Is It the Best Way? 


Judging by the action taken by the National Board 
of Trade of Cycle Manufacturers for this year in deny- 
ing to the dealers the usual Annual Cycle Show, it is 
evident that the local dealers especially are not satisfied 
with the trend of affairs that isnoticeable in cycle mat- 
ters at the present time, with reduced commissions and 
less help from general advertising. 

It strikes an observer as very peculiar that a concen- 
tration of advertising publicity to a few channels is 
being attempted by the makers, recognizing as they do 
that publicity is eapensive, and more economical 
methods must prevail when lower list prices are pro- 
mulgated and made indispensible, and that, in addition to 
this they should also omit the one great advertising 
feature of the trade so popular when the possible mar- 
gin of profit was much greater—that of the grand cycle 
show, which, lasting a week, always succeeded in enter- 
taining and stimulating buyers to a number running 
into hundreds of thousands. 

The dealers realize that without the adventitious aid 
of modern advertising methods, it will be difficult to 
dispose of a sufficient number of cycles to reap a re- 
munerative business; and they argue that the leading 
makers doubtless wish to avoid the big show which is 
so apt to make equally prominent the product of some 
smaller dealer, whose advertising expenditure may be 
larger in proportion than his output would encourage. 

There are two horns to this dilemma, and one should 
be sufficient to cause more than the customary anxiety. 

In the absence of the advertising show it would seem 
indispensible that other forms of exploiting should be- 
come essential in order to keep the riders in touch with 
the dealers distributiug the product. The fact as 
stated that excessive advertising in the columns of so 
many cycle journals has been found irksome, expensive 
and unproductive of results, should not form a reason 
why the agents should be deprived of the assistance of 
more reasonable publicity being given, or why the 
manufacturers should deprive themselves of the natu- 
ral opportunity to create the agents who are so neces- 
sary for the proper distribution of an annually increas- 
ing production. 

When one reflects how essential it is this  sea- 
son to call proper attention to the many new devices 
now before the riders of the country, the important 
changes in construction adopted by many makers, in 
order to make a more economically constructed wheel; 
with driving gears of an unfamiliar kind, intended to 
supersede styles of propulsion upon the excellence of 
which every rider considers himself an expert; with a 
degree of perplexity and uncertainty surrounding the 
industry for this year in excess of any previous time, 
a cycle show would have been a great and important 
step to take, in the way of informing the would-be 
buyer, one in which only the great possibilities of a 
combination of exhibitors, can in a single week, im- 
partsix months of instruction and desirable information. 

The indications are, that in the absence of an annual 
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cycle show, the importance of which was essentially the 
one prominent motive underlying this cycle organiza- 
tion, it is just possible that the National Board of Trade 
will eventually disintegrate. The apathy manifested 
in its movements by some of the manufacturers for- 
merly so prominent, would indicate this, and that a 
number of separate organizatians whose interests would 
be identical, covering the individual component lines 
of saddles, sundries, lanterns, bells, etc., would even- 
tually spring into existence to take its place. It is al- 
together likely that before another season comes 
around, it being too late to attempt it this year, an or- 
ganization will be perfected that will comprise in its 
membership every local dealer handling bicycles. This 
organization, if perfected, will develop a power that 
will make future seasons prove more profitable than 
either of the past few seasons the trade has experi- 
enced. 


Ready to Represent American Houses. 


Edward I. N. Waagen, a native of Christiania, Norway, 
but who has made himself thoroughly acquainted with the 
English language and American business methods, is de- 
sirous of locating once more in his early home, as the rep- 
resentative of American business interests. He is highly 
recommended as a very able, industrious business man, 
and is related by family connection with the well-known 
house of C E. Sontum & Co. Mr. Waagen received a thor- 
ough education in the schools of his native town, and had 
several years’ business experience at the same place. Being 
desirous of acquiring broader business views, and a more 
perfect knowledge of the English language, he decided to 
spend some years in America. Coming to this country, he 
entered the Mount Hermon School in Massachusetts, after 
which he obtained a position with the American Tobacco 
Co. of Canada, and has been promoted through various 
grades during the past four years, until he occupies a re- 
sponsible position to-day. 

Mr. Waagen has just returned from a trip to Europe, and 
declares that in his belief a great market can be obtained 
for American goods if their excellent qualities could be in- 
telligently pointed out to European buyers. He regards it 
as essential that these buyers should be put in direct con- 
nection with reliable houses ‘on this side, by a man who at 
the same time would properly look aiter the interests of 
the American manufacturers. He is inclined further tothe 
belief that he could make proper use of his time and ex- 
perience as a European representative for some large Amer- 
ican exporting firm. Any concern which is looking out fora 
man of this character, would do well to correspond with Mr. 
Waagen, and would, no doubt, find him amply fitted for 
such representation. He is ambitious, energetic and in- 
telligent, and has received from leading concerns in the 
Old World recommendations of the highest character. A 
letter addressed to him, care of this office, will be put di- 
rectly into his hands.

Hardware Terms Illustrated. 
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Editor Hardware: There was a Hardwareman ofa mod- 
est Western city whose employers desired that he should 
remove with his family to New York. It was, naturally, 
with regret that this sundering of ties, and forsaking of 
friends, was contemplated. But all the family saw a com- 
pensation in the fact that it was toward New York, the 
most attractive spot upon the soil of the new world, that 
their footsteps were to be directed. 

Many had taken the same step before them, and many 
have taken it since; but few, if any, have placed upon rec- 
ord their haps and mishaps, their expectations, their ex- 
periences, their pleasures and disappointments, their losses 
and gains, during and just after their first plunge from a 
semi-rural station into the vortex of metropolitan life. That 
which follows may, therefore, be regarded as the confes- 
sion or narration of a class, rather than that of an isolated 
individual. 


When the decision to make the venture had been arrived. 


at, the next thing in order was to collect such of the house- 
hold goods and gods as could be safely carried, and would 
be needed in the new home, and here was the first mistake 
made—unavoidable, but none the less a mistake. Of 
course they knew that a lawn-mower and a wheelbarrow 
would be out of place in a New York flat, and they had 
enough of foreknowledge to sell the kitchen and laundry 
stoves, but how were they to know that the architects here 
planned for folding beds, that but one bookcase was all 
that the laws of space allow, that ice-chests are built into 
the walls, and that kitchen furniture must be kept to the 
lowest possible point? So freight was paid upon a score 
of heavy articles that mercilessly crowded the first flat 
occupied, and went to the auction room before removal to 
a second. 

It was acrisp morning in winter when the stranger and 
his little family alighted from an Erie train in Jersey City, 
and their first impression was one of mingled exhiliration 
and delight. The sunshone upon one of the busiest and 
most beautiful harbors in the world, while the city across 
the Hudson stood out with a clearness and cleanness almost 
paralyzing to one accustomed to the soft-coal smoke of the 
cities just west of the Allegheny mountains. Subsequent 
experience deepened that first impression. Even in the 
country, one cannot go so far with so slight an accumula- 
tion of cinder and soot, and dust generally, as in New 
York city. As one of the youthful sons of the family ar- 
gued with his mother: ‘‘ What’s the use of washing so 
much? I don’t get half as dirty as I used to at home.” 

A temporary boarding place had been engaged by cor- 
respondence, and here the family alighted, and took their 
first view of metropolitan life. The careful study of a 
week led to the conclusion that howsoever New York 
might differ from other cities in many respects, a boarding 
house is a boarding house the world over, whether in the 
side streets of New York, or amid the foliage of a country 
town—except as to the bill. 

With the juvenile portion of the family stored in a sec- 
ond story front where they could see the ash-men cover 
the street with the paper and dirt they made a pretense of 
carting away, and under admonition that if they stirred 
out of the room they would be lost, the responsible mem- 
bers of the firm sallied out ina fearing and uncertain mood 
to hunt a domicile that should be located and engaged be- 
fore their carload of household goods should arrive. 

And here the firet male of this family, Adam, was re- 
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minded by his Eve, of a promise made in the days when 
they had a home and acity of their own: ‘‘ Remember, 
now, that I came to New York on the agreement that there 
should be no false pretenses about this. If we are to live 
in New York, I want to live in New York. I don’t want to 
go to Brooklyn—I don’t know why, but I don’t want to go. 
Nor to Jersey City; nor Staten Island; nor Yonkers; nor 
Hoboken; nor Coney Island, Sing Sing, nor the rest of 
them. Let us be New Yorkers for a year at least, and then 
it will be time enough to consider the suburbs.” An ex- 
pression like this was the law unto Adam, and so they 
boarded a sixth Avenue Elevated at Forty-second Street, 
and headed for Harlem, which, in their minds, suggested 
only Irving’s Knickerbocker, and goats. | 

Their one disturbing fear was that the movement of the 
ontside world toward New York might have been such as 
to take up all the flats, leaving them no chance to preempt 
a place for their transferred hearthstone. But as their 
train swung out of Fifty-third Street and into Ninth Ave- 
nue, with glimpses of Central Park on the one hand, and 
the shining Hudson on the other, that fear was dispelled. 
Block after block passed in review, with buildings in all 
stages from the half-finished foundation to that already 
well occupied. Strung all along were signs, ‘‘ Elegant 
Flats to let; seven and eight rooms and bath; elegantly 
decorated; rents moderate. Apply on premises, or to Reel 
& Estate, agents’; or legends varying only as to the num 
ber of rooms or manner of statement. There was an air of 
cheerful business about them all that was reassuring and 
even inviting, when the region was passed where the bot- 
tles of milk were displayed on the window-sills, and tubs 
adorned the fire-escapes. 

These flat-hunters, it must be borne in mind, were not 
old New Yorkers, who can size up the interior accommoda- 
tions and character of a building by a glance at the hall 
door-mat, or an inspection of the marks upon the jamb; 
and so they looked upon much, and suffered much, and 
hoped much, that came back to them in nothing but the 
coin of experience. They knew more about flats on the 
evening of that first day, than they had ever expected to 
know in all their lives. 

They had left a roomy home behind them, with parlors 
and bedrooms overflowing with space, a wide hall, a dining- 
room measuring eighteen by fifteen feet, and other rooms 
to match, and their feelings while surveying the limited 
accommodations of the first flat entered, can be imagined, 
but hardly described. 

‘‘ There is one advantage,” said Adam, consolingly, ‘‘ we 
can eat breakfast without getting out of bed—just reach 
across the hall and help ourselves.” But his wife was past 
speech—she had prepared herself for much, but this was 
too much, or rather too little. ‘‘I hardly think it is large 
enough,” was all she could venture, and the line of march 
was taken up, in the direction of another alluring sign. 

Had their minds been free to study natural history, as not 
connected with the need of a roof before their furniture 
should come, the day would have been profitably spent in 
noting the various moods and diverse characteristics of the 
New York janitor, as seen from the foreign view. There 
was the lofty colored man, who studied a scenic bit in frost 
upon the wiudow pane, while the investigators ruammaged 
about and asked questions of each other; there was the 
honest German woman, who confessed the faults of the 
place with a frankness that condoned them; the red-eyed 
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man who oozed the aroma of rye, and seemed to take the 
call as an unwarranted disturbance of an afternoon nap; 
the man who was very anxious as to the number of chil- 
dren in the invading family, and was followed upstairs and 
down by a mangy cur of his own; the glib youth who 
could declare the flat had never been occupied, while strips 
of oil-cloth in the bath-room, nails on the wall, and a broken 
range gave him the lie; the suspicious man, who conveyed 
in every look and motion the belief that his callers were 
looking about from mere curiosity, that they did not want 
a flat, and would not pay the rent if they got one; and that 
polite young man who told thetruth about the building and 
the neighborhood, and seemed anxious to secure good 
tenants, and therefore made the best impression of any in 
the lot. :

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FILE MAKING BY MACHINERY. 
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A generation ago, when hand looms had been abandoned, 
except in Thrums, and even clock works and jewel screws 
were being made by machinery, the heaviest file used by 
the machinist, as well as the finest required by the jeweler 
and sculptor, was still cut by hand. Millions of dollars 
were spent in this country and abroad in vain attempts to 
make and introduce the machine cut file. The reasons 
for the repeated failures are not at once apparent, and can- 
not be understood: without detailed explanation of the 
peculiarities of this indispensable tool and the services de- 
manded of it, for the file seems to present no more mechan- 
ical difficulties in the making of it than many another tool 
that has long been successfully made by machinery. Suc- 
cess was ultimately attained, as is attested by the exist- 
ence of large establishments like The Arcade File Works, 
of Anderson, Ind., and the machine-cut file has become 
such an important article of commerce that it is difficult to 
realize that its introduction and general acceptance were 
comparatively recent. 

The file is one of the oldest tools known, and one of the 
most widely used. It is recorded in the ‘‘ First Book of 
Samuel” that the Hebrews were possessed of files, more 
than athousand years before the birth of Christ, and had 
then reached such a point of excellence in the manufacture 
of them that there were different styles and sizes for 
many different uses. They must have been made in 
much the same manner as they continued to be up to 
thirty years ago, by hand, with a chisel and hammer, and 
as a few of them are made to this day. There is only 
one break in this record of 3000 years of exclusive hand 
labor, and that is in the tradition that Leonardo da Vinci, 
painter, poet, engineer and mechanical genius, contrived 
a machine for the cutting of teeth on files, and set it up 
in the classic Val d’ Arno about the time Columbus sailed 
for America. Whether this machine suffered the fate of 
Hero's steam engine, in the Temple of Alexandria, and 
became a toy to amuse the populace; whether it was 
cried down and destroyed by the superstitious and fearful 
of the middle ages, or whether its operation proved as 
unsatisfactory as did later devices, and was abandoned, 
is not known. Certain it is, however, that further de- 
velopments were discouraged, and 400 years went by be- 
fore the hand file cutter was even partially displaced by 


machinery. 
FILE CUTTING THIRTY YEARS AGO. 


In the list of the year’s distinguished dead is chronicled 
the death of a man who, fifty years ago, learned the trade 
of file cutting in a little shop in Philadelphia, and whose 
first task set by his master was to carry a day’s output of 
a half dozen men, in a basket on his head, to each custom- 
er, who selected “a file to his liking. There were no big 
file works in the country, small shops supplying the local 
demand, and occasionally having a surplus for the Western 
pioneer. In England, up to thirty years ago, although 
there were large finishing works and shipping depots, and 
the responsibility was assumed by firms, file cutting was a 
cottage industry. Within five miles of Sheffield and War- 
rington hundreds of file cutters lived and applied their 
skilled craft, and the wayfarer might see blonde or griz- 
zied heads lowered at the quaint casement windows, and 
hear the rapid strokes of the hammers on the chisels, or 
note the infrequent pause when the cutter looked out upon 
his flowerbeds or off to the wooded hills. 

In the green lanes that ran between mossy stone walls 
or clipped hedges of holly and box to the towns, the file- 





cutter’s boy might be seen ambling along on a donkey, 
with a basket of blanks from the file works, or the file- 
cutter upon a market day taking the finished work back to 
get his pay. The cutter usually had a hound, with which 
he followed the hunt in season, for he was a well-paid 
craftsman, and could afford to take his day now and then 
for pleasure. Many of these cutters owned a patch of 
ground, cultivating the soil one day, and working at the 
anvil, the next. 

Much of the bar steel for files was at first brought from 
Sweden from the famous Dannemora district. The bars 
were cut into lengths with chisel and hammer, and then 
shaped by forging, after which they were annealed or 
softened for cutting. The blanks after annealing were sent 
to the grinders, who plied their craft at little proprietary

grinding mills on the tributaries of the Sheaf and Don, 
near Sheffield. These mills of stone with overshot water 
wheels appeared to have occupied their sites from time 
immemorial, and were rented with water privileges from 
the proprietors of landed estates. Here the grinder 
worked night and day when there was water, but accepted 
with complacency months of idleness. Gradually dams 
were built and pools formed, so that the supply of water 
fluctuated less. The blanks, after grinding, went to the 
stripper, who made the surfaces true and level ready for 
the cutter. 

As the file came to the hand of the cutter it was soft, 
bright steel, with surfaces flat, round, square, triangular or 
half-round, with tapered or square ends, and of half a hun- 
dred different sizes. The blank was held to the anvil with 
straps that passed under the cutter’s feet, exactly as it is 
by hand cutters to-day. The workman held a short chisel, 
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broader than the file to be ctit, in the left hand, and rest- 
ing on the blank at a specified angle across the file and ata 
slight inclination toward the point. The cutter then struck 
a sharp, short blow with a peculiar hammer that curved 
over from the handle like a heavy-headed inverted pipe. 
An indentation was made and the soft steel thrown up in a 
ridge in front of the chisel. This ridge determined the 
position of the next cut by preventing the chisel from slid- 
ing back into the groove. Sixty to eighty times a minute 
the hammer descended until the surface was covered with 
a parallel row of ridges inclined towards the point. A 
second course, at an angle from the first, was cut a trifle 
closer together and with a shallowerindentation. The file 
was then turned ona sheet of lead to prevent dulling the 
teeth already cut, or was supported in a lead groove if the 
blank was round or triangular. The expert file cutter could 
finish two dozen bastard cut flat filesin aday. When cut

ments explain why the invention of a satisfactory device 
was so long in coming. Although apparently so simple the 
file-cutting machine, as it stands to-day, represents one of 
the most triumphant achievements of modern machinery 
endowed as it is with something like human nerves and 
intelligence. 

The amount of cut that any file will make at a stroke de- 
pends on the area of cutting edges in contact with the 
work, and also upon the pressure exerted. Paradoxical as 
it might seem, the smaller the area of cutting edge under 
a given pressure, the greater will be the amount of metal 
removed. In the machine-cut files of a dozen years ago, 
the regularity of the teeth had the defect of presenting too 
much cutting area to the surface of the work, and besides 
‘‘channeling,’’the indentations between the teeth were more 
rapidly filled up with filings than was the case with the 
hand-cut file, so that the workman dared not apply all the

the files were sent back to the factory to be tempered, 
tested and finished for the market. 

THE FILE-CUTTING MACHINE A TRIUMPH OF INGENUITY. 

To the sense of sight and touch these hand-cut files 
seemed to have every tooth of the same size, and the spac- 
ing mathematically accurate. It was only when machine 
cutting was attempted that attention was called sharply to 
the fact that it was in the irregularity of the spacing and 
the depth of the indentations given by the flexibility of the 
human vise holding the chisel,that the virtues of the hand- 
cut file consisted. The perfectly regular teeth produced 
by the fixed mechanically-operated chisel of the early ma- 
chine were found to groove or channel the work—that is. 
the teeth followed in each other's tracks, cutting in the hol- 
lows instead of the rear teeth cutting away the projections 
left by the forward ones. All the efforts of inventors of file 
cutting machinery have been but toward securing a repro- 
duction of the hand-cut work, and the peculiar require- 


pressure necessary to accomplish the work desired, and | 


was often forced to stop to clean the ‘‘ pinnings’” from the 
teeth. Asa result, in a very short time after being intro- 
duced the machine file had a deservedly bad name, and 
was thrown out by workmen who refused to use it. If you 
give a dog a bad name you are advised by an old adage to 
hang him. So, many men despaired of rehabilitating the 
machine-cut file that had failed to do good work or to in- 
spire confidence, and they abandoned the attempt. All 
honor is therefore due to the few who persisted in their be- 
lief that the machine cut file could yet be made a success, 
and continued to make inventions and improvements in 
the machinery. Among these men was Alfred Weed, now 
vice-president and general manager of the Arcade File 
Works, at Anderson, Ind., which now turns out 2000 dozen 
files a day, and has been largely instrumental in estab- 
lishing the reputation of the machine-cut file in this and 
foreign countries.

More than thirty years ago Mr. Weed was chief draughts- 
man of the Whipple Co., of Ballardsvale, Mass., which 
spent two million dollars unsuccessfully in attempts to 
make files by machinery. In those days the usual form of 
file cutting machine had atable or anvil to which the blank 
was secured, and on which it was fed automatically be- 
neath the chisel that was struck by atrip hammer. Ina 
slight modification of this machine the chisel was fixed in 
a lever with a spring; in the next device the file was at- 
tached to a screw slide which rested on a stationary an- 
vil and was worked by a feed screw. The chisel was 
struck by a vibrating drop hammer. Ericsson, the great 
engineer, invented a machine which developed the idea of 
graduating the depth of the cut, but not the width of the 
spacing. All of these machines lacked the nervous tension 
of the human arm and the infinitesimal variations in the 
height and force of the drop of the hand-cutter’s hammer. 
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to a large Eastern manufacturer, and retired from busi- 
ness. 

He might have been retired yet, and had more time to 
shoot big game on his ranch in Wyoming, where he spends 
his vacations, had not natural gas been struck in Indiana. 
The virtue of the file depends as much on the regularity of 
the temperature at which it is hardened as on their regular- 
ity of the teeth. The ideal fuel is one with which the 
heat of the furnace can be controlled to the thousandth 
part of adegree. Besides the temptations offered by this 
fuel, Mr. Weed had a few other ideas to patent, which are 
now incorporated in the product of the great factory of 
The Arcade File Works. 

To see The Arcade File Works from the outside one 
might imagine that the Arcadian days of hand file cutting 
had never passed away. An electric car runs up to the 
doorway of the long brick buildings, which stand on the 
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The machine-cut file remained, like the too perfect maid, 
of whom the poet complained that she was ‘‘faultily 
faultless.” 

THE FIRST WEED FILE-CUTTING MACHINE. 

While the millions of the Whipple Co. were being lost, 
their chief draughtsman was differing from them, and 
quietly working out some ideas of his own. At the first 
Opportunity he went to Europe and studied the hand file 
cutting works ofall lands, and the samples of files, ancient 
and modern, in the museums. His aim was to construct 
a machine that would reproduce, as perfectly as possible, 
the action of the human arm and hand. He perfected his 
apparatus and began to build machines in Philadelphia. So 
great was the advance made over all previous inventions 
of the kind that file-emakers everywhere bought the ma- 
chine and began to introduce the machine-cut file. Mr. 
Weed then sold the right to manufacture his invention 


outskirts of the thriving town of Anderson. A belt of 
woods stretches away to the east, and the workmen's neat 
frame cottages, each with a lawn and garden, border the 
street-car line for half a mile. No file cutters sit at the 
windows, and only curly-headed children look out on the 
flower beds, and women gather vegetables for dinner from 
the little gardens. The fathers and brothers and elder 
sisters, 400 in number, are at work in the great brick build- 
ings, which spread over more than three acres or so of 
ground. No smoke ascends from the chimneys to defile 
the blue sky, green earth or unsullied snow, by virtue of 
the natural gas used for fuel. When you enter the build- 
ing a cyclopean hammering is going on that makes one re- 
sort to the sign language to convey ideas. A man sits just 
outside the forging shop beside piles of long, steel rods, 
some of which are flat, some square, some triangular, some 
round or half round in cross section, and of diameters from 
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a slate pencil toa crowbar. These he feeds to a pair of 
power shears, which clips them at the rate of 2000 dozen 
a day into lengths that are then conveyed to the forging 
shop. 

This is a room 200 feet long, where thirty power ham- 
mers, part of them built by the Bradley Co., of Syracuse, 
N. Y., and part by Dienelt & Eisenhardt, of Philadelphia, 
exert a power that would have conferred immortality on 
as many Vulcans. Each one has a little brick gas furnace 
for heating the strips of metal. The furnaces are tended 
by boys, and the strips are lifted out by workmen with 
tongues and manipulated under the hammers, that come 
down with a thousand pound stroke more than a hundred 
times a minute. In less than a moment the bar is rounded, 
tapered or pointed, and the tang forged at the other end. 
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of the blanks has been made true and smooth. When all 
the surfaces of the blanks have been ground they are fitted 
into the stripping machines, which consist of vises and 
sliding file strips on long, horizontal tables. 

Testers now take these blanks one by one, and, with a 
hand-cutter’s short chisel, test them to see if they are level. 
Those that are imperfect are sent back to the grinder, 
while the others pass on to the cutting machine, each one 
of which occupies scarcely more room than a sewing ma- 
chine, and is operated by girls and boys as well as by men, 
each machine being adapted to its particular task of cut- 
ting edges or sides in single or double cut on the various 
shaped files. The blank fits into a groove, and is automat- 
ically fed to the chisel, that comes down at the rate of 
4000 times a minute on the small files, cutting from 50 to 


The rapidity of the whole operation may be judged from 


200 teeth to the inch, and finishing one row of cuts on the 
the fact that 25,000 files a day are shaped on these thirty 


side of the file in six or seven seconds and making no two 
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anvils; 100 an hour for each machine. The red hot bars 
have scarcely time to lose their fierce glow from the fur- 
nace to the iron truck in which they are wheeled off to the 
annealing room to be softened for the grinding, stripping 
and cutting. The ‘‘blanks” or blank files, which have 
now a mottled, rough appearance from the forging and the 
softening in the furnaces, are sent in batches on long rol- 
ling carriers to the grinders, who operate ten power ma- 
chines, and as many more stones by hand. The great 
grindstones, such as the Sheaf or the Schuylkill never 
blinked at or rippled over, are shut up in a framework, 
forming boxes ten feet high, from which comes the pecu- 
liar ear-splitting sound made by stone on steel. All that is 
required of the machine grinder is to put a number of 
blanks in a plate holder, which closes up against the sta- 
tionary stone like a furnace door. With the revolution of 
the wheel the plate goes up and returns, and one surface 


teeth exactly alike from point to tang, but increasing them 
imperceptibly. 
THE ‘‘ INCREMENT ” CUT. 

The manufacturers have been experimenting on this ir- 
regular spacing. The Arcade File Works has produced the 
‘Weed Increment” cut by patent, flexible chisels, which 
they claim reproduce the nervous action of the human 
hand. Two rooms, 40x200 feet in size, are filled with these 
machines, each of which can turn out forty to one hundred 
and twenty-five dozen files a day. . 

At the other end of the room is the latest achievement 
of Mr. Weed in the line of invention in file cutting ma- 
chinery, a machine that cuts a rat tail file with spiral in- 
crement, and by one continuous operation. Up to three 
years ago the round file was cut from point to tang in 
parallel rows. 

The product of each machine is numbered so as to keep 
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tally on the machines, and the testers reject imperfect files. 
The perfect ones are covered with a paste of various sub- 
stances to protect the teeth from direct contact with the 
fire, and are then heated in acrucible filled with molten 
lead. The hardener must be an expert, and able to tell 
from the cherry redness of the color when the files have 
reached a certain temperature. With natural gas the tem- 
pering, it is claimed, is much more perfect than with any 
other kind of fuel, forthe supply can be regulated by the 
turning of a screw and the heating made as accurate as 
clockwork. The files are taken from the furnace one at a 
time, lifted by the tang with a pair of tongs, and plunged 
into brine vats with apparent carelessness as to which way 
they go down. Butin fact, some are dipped in perpen- 
dicularly, others horizontally or at various angles, as ex- 
perience has proved to be best to prevent warping. Should 
they become warped in the process, however, they are

straightened with lead hammers on tables of lead before 
becoming entirely cool. The files are scoured clean with 
steam scrubbing machines, and dropped into tubs of lime 
water. 

When they are taken from this bath they have not the 
beautiful black color that they have on Hardware dealers’ 
shelves, but are gray and ashy looking; after which the 
tangs are annealed by dipping in molten lead. The tester 
now draws a piece of stiff steel across every surface to find 
soft spots or imperfect teeth, and those that do not come 
up to the standard are put aside and sold as ‘‘seconds.”’ 
The files are now oiled, sorted, wrapped in oiled paper to 
prevent their rusting, placed in labelled boxes, and are 
ready for the filling of orders.—Modern Machinery.

Death of Burr K. Field. 


It is with feelings of sorrow that we announce the death 
of Burr Kellogg Field, vice-president of the Berlin Iron 
Bridge Co., who died at his home in Berlin, Conn., on 
Thursday morning, January 13th, after an illness of less 
than a week. His death was so sudden and his sickness so 
short, that few of his friends were aware that he was ill. 
Burr K. Field was born in May, 1856. He entered the 
Sheffield Scientific School of Yale University in 1874, and 
graduated in 1877, as a civil engineer. Immediately after 
graduation he commenced practical work among the rail- 
roads of the West. His principal experience was in connec- 
tion with the laying out and building of the Northern Pacific. 
Mr. Field had charge of the locating and building of the 
branch connecting the Yellowstone National Park with the 
Northern Pacific. In 1882 he was appointed superintendc- 
ent of bridges in the city of Philadelphia, which position he 
held for something over a year, when he resigned to accept 
a position as assistant engineer of the Berlin Iron Bridge 
Co., of East Berlin, Conn. His advancement in the Berlin 
Iron Bridge Co. was very rapid, and at the time of his 
death he occupied the position of vice-president, with gen- 
eral charge of all the sales. Since his connection with the 
Berlin Iron Bridge Co. its business has keen much extended 
and its sales have increased very rapidly year after year. 
Mr. Field had no small part in the making of the enviable 
reputation which the Berlin Iron Bridge Co. now enjoys, 
and his death will be a severe loss to his associates. In the 
very flush of manhood, when everything in the world 
seemed brightest and best to live for, he was cut off in an 
instant. He was an indefatigable worker, not only for the 
company which he had so faithfully served, but in every- 
thing he undertook; a true friend of his fellow-men, a de- 
voted and earnest worker in the church, a staunch friend 
to the cause of temperance; active and energetic in every 
public position that engaged his attention. Mr. Field had 
a most pleasing manner, and was so honest in all his deal- 
ings that he had an enviable reputation among the mranu- 
facturing corporations of the country. People who knew 
Burr K. Field best, trusted him most. He is survived by a 
wife and two small children.

After the dinner was concluded, which was at 8:30, the 
retiring president, Samuel Disston, arose, and in a few 
well-chosen words, introduced the president-elect, who was 
received with many expressions of good will. Mr. Ritter, 
after the applause had subsided, arose and delivered the 
following address of welcome: 


ADDRESS OF PRESIDENT RITTER. 
‘What, no more wine? Thenwe’ll push back chairs and talk.’ 

Guests and Fellow Members:—The quotation attached 
to my name calls me to my pleasant duty of extending to 
all a hearty and brotherly welcome on this our twelfth an- 
nual dinner. Only a few years ago there passed away 
from this earth one of the greatest of American statesmen, 
a man whose name is still a name to conjure by ; and 
whose memory is ever hailed with acclaim as the ‘‘ plumed 
knight.”” Alike in the midst of debate and in set speeches 
his eloquence won for him the name of the ‘‘silver 
tongued,”’ and [ would that I might have but a shred from 
his mantle so I might fittingly welcome you all to-night. 

For it is not for naught that we yearly leave the hurry 
and rush of business, the stress of competition, and paus- 
ing in the battle of life, come here as fellow workers, 
having for a flag of truce the fair white cloth of the ban- 
quet board, and for regimental colors the glowing hues of 
flowers. The poet says, ‘‘ Through the long day we suf- 
fer Lord, O give us now repose,’’ and as the green oasis 
gladdens the eyes of the weary Arab and gives him new 
strength and fervor, so our annual feast brings encourage- 
ment and hope. 

And now having satisfied the wants of the body, we 
gladly push back chairs and talk, glad to hear from those 
who in the past have given‘us of their wisdom and elo- 
quence, and glad also to welcome those who now maybe 
make their maiden speeches and so give promise for the 
years to come. 

And if our Association had done nothing else it is proud 
of having removed the personal antagonism which once 
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existed between us as rivals, and which is perhaps illus- 
trated by the story of two little darkies quarrelling in the 
street. One of them called the other all sorts of names— 
except pleasant ones—while darkey number two listened 
impassively and then said: 

‘‘Is you all troo?’” ‘* Yes, darn you,” was the answer. 

‘* Hab you nuffin more to say?” ‘ No.” 

‘*Den all dose tings you were callin’ me you is.” 

For twelve long years we have been meeting in this 
friendly fashion, and as an evening or so ago I sat down in 
front of my fire to think what words of cheer I should say 
to-night (for many impromptu speeches are thus thought 
out), I closed my eyes to think. Perhapsit was the roast 
turkey and plum pudding which I had for my late din- 
ner, but my closed eyes saw visions, and looking back over 
the decade and more, I saw old familiar faces representing 
well-known firms.and houses, who now meet with us no 
more, and of whom we might say as did old Isaac Walton 
of a one-time comrade, ‘‘An excellent angler and now 
with God.” I saw, too, some who are with us to-night, 
but who were then knickerbockered schoolboys knowing 
nothing of the price of strap hinges or of nails. And look- 
ing down the vista of the coming years I could see the time 
when future generations would say, ‘‘ Where are the gray- 
headed members of 1898?” So time passes, crises come 
and go, men pass away and their places are filled by 
others, but our Association goes on in renewed life and 
vigor with promises of many fruitful and happy days to 
come. 

And now I take pleasure in thanking you for the honor 
you have conferred upon me in my election to the dig- 
nified office of your president. For to be president of an 
organization of this kind, by- no means the least of our 
Philadelphia merchants’ guilds, is no smallhonor. The 
record of the merchants of our city, containing such names 
as Robert Morris, the financier of the Revolution; Stephen 
Girard, whose fair memory yearly increases with the fame 
of his white college, and many others who crowded the old 
coffee house at Front and Market streets during the early 
years of the century, and made Philadelphia the metropo- 
lis of the country and the greatest port of entry in 
America, is one of which we as loyal Philadelphians may 
well be proud. 

It is something, therefore, for us to stand to-day in the 
Apostolic succession of Philadelphia merchants, for mer- 
chants are the real rulers of the world to-day. Whether 
they are merchants in money whom we call bankers, or 
merchants in goods whom we call traders, by trade is the 
world ruled. If I were to-night to naine the rulers of the 
world, I would name Love, Religion and Commerce. Love 
and religion rule the hearts and inner lives of men, but the 
outward ruler is commerce. Once the world was ruled by 
the firm and ringed hand of the priest, and the Holy 
Roman Empire was a reality that commanded alike the 
respect of the refined Italian prince and the reverence and 
fear of the Northern barbarian; later the mailed hand of 
the warrior held all power in its kingly grasp while 
diplomacy was its buttress, but to-day, greater than priestly 
power, more potent than the armed hand and more subtle 
than the arts of diplomats, is commerce, the ruler of the 
world. She it is who scales the mountains with iron roads 
and streaks valleys and plains with the smoke of the loco- 
motive, who plows the seas with merchant fleets before 
which the navies of Rome and Cleopatra would be as puny 
rafts. It is commerce who appropriates all things to her 
service. Is the lightning called from heaven?—it is en- 
chained in slender wires and made to carry her messages 
to the ends of the earth and even to perform work once 
done by the veriest drudges. Has Nature surpassed her- 
self in making a Niagara before which thousands of un- 
tutored redmen have bowed in reverence as before the 
voice of the Great Spirit? Commerce chains that marvel 
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to slavery and compels it to turn the wheels of manufac- 
ture. Is earth revealing her secrets of light and heat and 
life? Commerce appropriates them all to her purposes 
and work. And if it is so with the once wild forces of na- 
ture, how is it with man himself? Truly he has long been 
tamed to do her bidding. No hamlet is so remote that her 
influence is not felt. The jungle dweller in India, the 
ivory hunter in the wilds of the Dark Continent, the lonely 
inhabitant of the Australian bush and the savage in the 
South American fields, alldo her commands and serve her 
all the days of their lives. 

And if this sounds like poetry or fancy let us look at 
facts in our own country. Fifty years ago the agricultural 
products of our country exceeded manufactures by about 
one-half. To-day, in spite of the marvellous increase of 
agricultural production, our manufactures are three times 
the value of the products of agriculture. 

This, then, is pre-eminently the Age of Commerce. The 
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old problems of kingcraft and government have passed 
away, and we merchants of to-day are helping to solve the 
new problems arising from new conditions and a new ruler. 

Sometimes these problems seem hard and unsolvable. 
Tempora mutantur, say some of our Hardware brethren, 
and it does not take an old man to see that conditions of 
trade change rapidly from one decade to another, but ‘‘if 
our courage fails in the hour of adversity, our strength,” 
as the Book of Books says, ‘‘is small,” for there is a Power 
which may be trusted to overrule all for the good of man- 
kind. 

They change so rapidly they remind us of the Irishman 
before a judge who asked him if the plaintiff had been 
riding fast. ‘‘Very fast, your Honor,” was the reply. 
‘‘How fast ?” said the judge; ‘‘as fast as a man could 
run?” ‘*Yis,” said the Irishman; ‘‘as fast as two men 
could run.” 

On that dark day when the news of Lincoln’s assassina- 
tion reached New York City, Wall street was filled with a 
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surging crowd of anxious men who doubted the safety of 
the nation, and knew not where to turn for hope. Sud- 
denly a man pushed through the crowd and, mounting the 
Treasury steps, his clear voice rang out over the excited 
tumult: ‘‘Clouds and darkness are round about Him; 
righteousness and judgment are the habitation of His 
throne. The Lord reigns and the government at Wash- 
ington still survives.” Prophetic indeed was the scene in 
the light of after years when the speaker, who was James 
A. Garfield, became our second martyred President. 

So, if at times the future seems dark, let us not lose 
heart, but remember that we, as merchants, are making 
history to-day. There can be but little doubt that this 
old world of ours is on the eve of great social and-economic 
changes, brought about by the all compelling power of 
modern commerce. But we are not to lose heart; on the 
contrary, let us take courage by standing as we do to- 
night—shoulder to shoulder in a common cause. 

When, in 1776, our glorious nation was new-born among 
the powers of the world, it was her proud privilege to 
work out many problems which the Old World could not, 
or would not, and as a leader among the nations stands 
the United States to-day—the refuge of the oppressed and 
the hope of the desolate the world over. It may still be 
our proud privilege as a nation of merchants to solve the 
social problems of to-day, chaining competition to such a 
degree that it may become a beneficent force, giving to 
every man a fair chance for an honest and comfortable 
living. 

So, if with this confidence we look into the coming years, 
we see a still greater United States, filled with countless 
millions of happy and industrious people, with the com- 
forts and even luxuries of life so evenly distributed that 
men and women are no longer doomed to privation and 
unremitting toil, but having time for the enjoyment of 
home, for self culture in art, music and all the inspiring 
heritages of the race, and free indeed in every sense of the 
word, as befits the people in this country. When our 
fathers, filled with prophetic instinct, designed a fitting flag 
for this great nation, they took the pure whiteness of 
moonlight as emblematic of her purity among the nations, 
the glowing red of the sunshine as typifying her youthful 
and growing strength, the deep blue of the midday sky as 
showing her serenity and depth of character, and then, as 
a fit emblem of her aspirations and hopes, they took fair 
stars from heaven and wove all into the flag we love 
to-day. 

And so, believing in this happy future of our beloved 
country, our hearts will ever be more fully stirred by the 
sight of the glorious stars and stripes flying overhead in 
the golden sunshine—a beacon to the weary in every land 
and the hope of the desolate the world over, and then, 
more than ever, will our spirits thrill with patriotic pride 
and fervor as we sing: 

‘*My country, ’tis of thee, 


Sweet land of liberty! 
Of thee I sing!” 


A vocal solo was admirably rendered by William P. M. 
Braun, after which William D. Supplee was introduced and 
spoke on the subject, ‘‘Our Fair City, Philadelphia.’”’ Mr. 
Supplee said: - 

SPEECH OF WILLIAM D. SUPPLEE. 

Mr. President and Gentlemen: Before accepting of the 
opportunity that you offer me of reference to but a few of 
the many blessings that Philadelphia enjoys, I would 
address myself more particularly to our honored and 
esteemed president. In public I must refer to him as our 
worthy president—Mr, James Hansell Ritter; in private I 
might possibly whisper, ‘‘ Jimmy,’ while he may refer to 
me as a competitor, as that ‘‘ Bill Supplee.” 

Mr. President, you should feel noble, great and honored. 
While your Quaker bashfulness has always prevented your 
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inclined to believe you younger 
in Office. If in this I am 


telling your age, we are 
than any of your predecessors 
wrong please correct me. 

The first, our much beloved president, Mr. Wm. J. 
Lloyd, then Mr. Biddle, Mr. Plumb, Mr. Supplee, Mr. Diss- 
ton, and now comes yourself. Perhaps, when your little 
boy joins our ranks, we, as old, grey-haired men, will tell 
him that you were the greatest of them all; but don’t let 
all the words of praise likely to be spoken mislead you. 
If you would serve us well, your row will not be an easy 
one to hoe; ‘twill be full of pebbles; as a Southerner would 
say, it will be full of rocks. You have got to please us all, 
and with all I must include that greatest of Romans, the 
honorable secretary, whose recent bereavement preventing 
him from joining the festivities of the evening no one re- 
grets more than Ido. You have got to please him, and this 
in itself is a task worthy of a diplomat. 

Speaking of our titled Secretary-Treasurer Hyphen, lots 
of other things remind me of an anecdote I read some 
time since, and with a promise on the part of all present 
that they will not peach on me for telling tales behind 
one’s back, I would attempt to relate it. 

‘Tis one of the anecdotes of the Hon. Chauncey M. 
Depew, related by him and labeled, I believe, ‘‘ My Joke” 
No. 1,727,319. Why it reminds me of Thomas James I 
will leave you to imagine. 

Some time since the rumor was spread that a certain 
gentleman, then president of a prominent railroad, was 
about to resign his position, the names of both gentleman 
and corporation having been forgotten—we will say Mr. 
Smashup, of the Squedunk & Walk-home Railroad Com- 
pany. Well, the rumor was that Mr. Depew was to accept 
of the position in order that he might add further honors 
to his name and at the same time assist his bank account 
towards that point where he could say, ‘‘ Thank fortune, 
all debts are paid and a dollar or so left over.” Well, the 
street rumors were repeated to Mr. Depew, who replied: 
‘*A man went into a restaurant, and after eating a very 
hearty meal asked what was on the bill of fare for dessert. 
The waiter, who had been wondering at the guest’s 
capacity, answered, ‘Peach, pumkin, apple and custard 
pie.’ ‘ Well,’ said the old man, ‘bring mea piece of peach, 
pumkin and apple.’ The waiter ‘looked at him a minute 
and said sarcastically, ‘What t’ell’s matter with custard ?’” 

But, to return to our text, which I have no desire to 
desert. 

If there is any grievance against Philadelphia, it is as 
against that percentage of her citizens who do not, and 
will not recognize that taking Philadelphia as a whole— 
that there is no more favored city, no more body of citi- 
zens more open for congratulations than those who can say, 
I am a Philadelphian. 

I make this statement of Philadelphia compared with 
any city in this great United States of America, and that 
carries with it a comparison with any city in this known 
world. A thousand and one blessings are ours as compared 
with New York, Chicago, Baltimore, Pittsburgh, Cleveland 
and so on, naming all the prominent cities of the country. 

We can refer to our parks—unequalled—go where you 
will. Our city full of homes, the majority of which are 
owned by the occupants, and so on through a list that will 
in part, be referred to later. 

But some few of her citizens, and often those who do 
the most or loudest shouting, will pick out the gloomy side 
of aquestion and add an apology. Take our public build- 
ings, than which there are no finer in this country, and you 
will find hundreds—nay thousands—of people who will but 
mention them to make a complaint; hundreds who com- 
plain at its awful cost who have never spent directly one 
cent in the way of taxation—save it be fora poll-tax—they 
will walk through the corridor from North to South Broad 
streets on a dismal day, when all the city is rain and 
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gloom, and pronounce the building itself a dirty, dismal 
hole. Whereas, they should examine some of the cham- 
bers provided for the various city departments. Let them, 
examine but the stairway in either the southwest or south- 
east corners, and dare then to find the equalin any munici- 
pal building in tne world. Shame it is for such citizens— 
for while at heart they may be true and honest they should 
be more proud. 

Nevertheless, the existence of such a class is only too 
well known to us. 

It is not many months since I saw an old woman stand- 
ing with open-eyed wonderment of despair, because she 
could not find some awful cracks in the tower, in order to 
show a friend some of the beauties of the building. And 
giving it up in despair, she said, ‘‘ Well, the cracks are 
there some place, and I guess there must be lots of them.”’ 

How different from a friend of mine in New York, with 
whom, on a recent visit to that city, I was crossing the 
City Hall Park. I noticed scaffolding around the City 
Hall, and asked if they were going to tear it down and 
build a decent building for those who have charge of New 
York’s municipal affairs. 

‘‘Why ”—the man turned on me in disgust. He acted 
as if I had insulted his city, his family and himself. ‘‘ Tear 
it down—why, that’s recognized as one of the finest build- 
ings in the country.” He started in about archtecture, 
about proportions and other beauties so hidden as to make 
them treasures. And allthis burst of enthusiasm about a 
building that you could place in the court of our public 
buildings and find room enough left to play base ball. Beg 
pardon, must play golf in these days. 

Take our parks of 2,800 acres, as compared with the 
parks of Paris and London combined, of less acreage; and 
New York, of less than a third its size. 

Take our prize of all prizes—a building which almost 
casts its shadow on the ground beneath us—our State 
House. A building which awakens such interest, stirs 
such enthusiasm as can no other one building in the coun- 
try. And I doubt if there is any one spot in this known 
world which should bear such reverence of the country’s 
people as this our grand, glorious and beloved Indepen- 
dence Hall. 

Take our homes, numbering nearly a quarter of a million, 
where Philadelphians are housed at the rate of five to a 
building as compared with over eighteen to a building in 
New York and over twenty-five in Paris. 

Take a city of peaceful citizenship, where a force of 
about 2,200 police give better protection than those of our 
near neighbor with double the number of bluecoats, and 
only about one-third the street mileage to cover, and our 
force of 2,200 police as compared with 1,4000 in London, 
with practically the same street mileage. 

Why, gentlemen, in what other city could you givea 
dinaer like this? I meanadry dinner. Which recalls an 
anecdote I heard the other evening: 

An-old soak walked into the Hotel Walton bar and asked 
for a drink. He wanted a Tin Roof. The barkeeper looked 
at his customer puzzled, and confessed himself at a loss 
how to prepare it. Well, Mr. Soak explained what was to 
be put in—whiskey, brandy, gin, cream, de la menthe, a 
dip of lemon, and so on until a very respectable sized 
drink if not appetizing mixture was prepared and imme- 
diately gulpeddown. The barkeeper asked forty cents for 
his pay. ‘‘What for?’ ‘* Whythat drink—that tin roof.” 
‘‘Why, that’s on the house.” ‘*Gentlemen, your drinks 
to-night seem to be on the house.” 


Take our manufacturing industries, as, while we stand. 


second in output, there is no city in this universe where the 
laborer, mechanic and artisan is in a better position, has 
as a rule better work or more work and better pay. Take 
these manufacturers and they turn out on an average a 
inuch better, fairer line of merchandise than can be se- 
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cured elsewhere; a much smaller proportion of shoddy, 
trashy articles. 

Take those goods which our business would put us in a 
position to positively speak about and know whereof we 
speak. Of the lines manufactured, we stand unquestion- 
ably at the head. Who will question this as to the su- 
periority of the wares of our manufacturers of saws and 
tools, files, with our several large factories; hatchets and 
hammers, ice cream freezers, meat cutters, malleable cast- 
ings, steel goods, sand paper, shovels, and, if I may say it 
myself, lawn mowers. And, again, take such industrial 
works as Cramp’s, Baldwin’s, our oilcloth manufacturing 
plants, our textile mills, and our carpet mills, where, you 
well know; more carpets are made than in all the balance 
of the United States, or more made than in all of England. 

A total estimate is made of the value of our manufac- 
tured wares gradually and surely creeping up to the one 
thousand million dollar mark. 

The good-naturedness of Philadelphians is as proverbial 
as their modesty. They can smile at jokes cracked at their 
own expense; and being able to enjoy one myself I will 
repeat a sketch and anecdote of Z2/e’s : 

A misty, disagreeable night; an old-fashioned awning 
post held up by Mr. Stay-out-late from another city, talk- 
ing to himself until he has attracted the attention of the 
old, weather-beaten watchman carrying a lantern of the 
Diogenese pattern; an old coat, 1796 design, together with 
a street car, composed the sketch. The watchman ad- 
dressing the inebriate says: ‘‘ You'd better catch that car 
and go home; it’s the last night car.” 

‘‘Last night’s car, last night’s car. I always knew Phila- 
delphia was slow, but I never knew they run last night’s 
car to-night.” 

A. word in regard to our commercial museums. A model 
of enterprise not even attempted in any other city in our 
country; and while we have but once more proven the 
truth of the assertion that there is nothing new under the 
sun by in part copying the museums of the old world, 
nevertheless we have, in but a couple of years, so sur- 
passed our foreign rivals as to cause them to send repre- 
sentatives to our shores to get points from us. 

Our museums have already proven worthy of their mis- 
sion by opening up channels of trade that might take a 
score of years forthe individual manufacturer to success- 
fully follow up. 

Take our universities, our medical colleges, Girard Col- 
lege, our Bourse building, the finest in this country. Take 
our Bank of North America, the oldest banking house in 
the United States, who recently made the laudable offer to 
subscribe $16,300, or one-tenth of the balance of the Phila- 
delphia Bourse’s indebtedness, providing the banking in- 
terest and trust companies at large, or the citizens at large, 
would take the other nine-tenths. 

And so on, all buildings and institutions worthy of note; 
and take that little brick building around on Arch street, 
where was made the first American flag. Could we not as 
true American patriots, and as true and loyal citizens, add 
a postscript to that stanza: 

The Star Spangled Banner, 
Long may she wave, 


O’er the land of the free 
And the home of the brave. 


And add: 

And long may she wave over the homes of the peopie of the most 
favored city in this beloved United States. 

Charles A. Huff rendered a vocal solo, and was followed 
by Hugh McCaffrey on ‘‘Our Part in the Nation’s Pro- 
gress.”’ His address in full was as follows: 

SPEECH OF HUGH M’CAFFREY. 

While attempting to say a few words on the work of our 
organization, or on that of the individuals composing it, in 
the progress and upbuilding of the nation, yet I am con- 
scious of my inability to say anything new or possibly any 
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thing that would even merit your approval, and much less 
serve you in your business or intercourse with your fellow- 
manufacturer or merchant. I wish.to address my words 
chiefly to the young men here present, as well as to con- 
gratulate them on the selection of one of their number to 
serve as President of our organization. For his administra- 
tion I bespeak success. I know he has your confidence and 
good wishes; and anything you can do to assist him in the 
discharge of his duties will be a pleasure to you. Our 
Secretary-Treasurer is a young man; and we regret the 
bereavement in his family which prevents his being with 
us this evening. 

To my mind, gentlemen, the occupation of a Hardware 
merchant or Hardware manufacturer is an honorable one; 
the latter produces or shapes articles that are useful or

phia industry; and we are all proud of the immense plant 
of the Cramp company. The name and fame of Disston’s 
saw works are universal. I shall not attempt to enumerate 
other busy hives of industry whieh abound in our city. 

Our Hardware merchants are thoughtful, energetic and 
honorable, well maintaining Philadelphia’s credit for fair 
dealing and hospitality, distributing their goods from 
Maine to California, reaching the Great Lakes, and south 
to the Gulf of Mexico, exporting special lines and im- 
porting others that are found to be advantageous to our 
people. 

Gentlemen, there is no doubt of our country being the 
greatest and grandest on earth; and all men, especially 
those having youth on their side and who are honest, sober 
and energetic, have a better chance of success and material 
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beneficial to his fellow-man, sells to the merchant, who 
distributes them, and thereby creates or promotes com- 
merce. 

I do not desire to go into the statistics of the manufac- 
turing interests of our country, not even those of the period 
that has elapsed since the close of our Civil War, as you 
know already that they have advanced by leaps and 
bounds, mainly on account of the principle and workings 
of the Protective Tariff. All honor to the statesmen who 
at different periods in our country’s history enacted laws 
that have resulted in the building up of such splendid fac- 
tories, not only in Pennsylvania, but in almost every State 
of the Union. 

The construction of locomotives was early established 
here, and has grown steadily, until to-day it has assumed 
gigantic proportions. The American tourist can now ride 
behind the Baldwin engine in every country where rail- 
roads exist. In 1845 the first rails were made in our State 
at Danville, and from that time on the great civilizer of 
our age, the railroad, has made steady progress, reaching 
out to the South, the North, and especially the Great West, 
enabling our pioneer farmers who brought the prairies 
under cultivation to market their products in the Eastern 
centers of population, and even in Europe. 

The building of steamships has been notably a Philadel- 


advancement under the Stars and Stripes than is to be 
found elsewhere. . 

I do not wish to praise our Association unnecessarily ; 
but since its formation it has acted well its part in the 
progress of our nation, being always foremost in every 
good work; and it has cemented in bonds of trade and 
friendship the merchants and manufacturers of our city in 
such a brotherhood as does not exist in any other place 
that I know of. And one of our members deserves the 
credit of organizing the jobbing Hardware merchants of 
the United States into a national organization which has 
proved of assistance, protection and profit to them. 

Fellow-members, I would have you continue in the future 
as you have done in the past. Keep your record clear as 
the noonday sun and your principles as honest as the 
patriots who founded our Government in this good city 
one hundred and twenty-two years ago. Your equality 
and high purposes of organization, if continued and lived 
up to, will not only permeate the people of the West, North 
and South, but ultimately extend from pole to pole. 

Before closing, I desire in all seriousness to say a few 
words in regard to trusts and combines. I mean those 
organizations which are formed for the purpose of raising 
prices and extorting money from their customers for the 
time being. Iam firmly convinced that there is danger to 
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our country and its institutions from them, no danger as 
great, in fact, as from those gigantic frauds. They hold 
themselves above all laws, national, State and moral. I 
beseech you to use your strongest influence against them, 
to urge the people to petition Congress and the State 
Legislatures for redress. Insist that the lawmakers pass 
enactments that wi'l abolish trusts and make it impossible 
for these iniquitous monsters to exist. Throttle them be- 
fore they have time to stifle and destroy the liberties of the 
Republic. If you will do this, you can then conscientiously 
ask God to guide and protect this nation for ever and 
ever. 

‘*Our National Unrest” was the subject which was most 
ably handled by Charles Z. Tryon, who spoke as follows: 

REMARKS OF MR. TRYON. 

If we look broadly over the history of any nation during 
some stated period of time, we can generally determine 
some one peculiar force evidencing itself beyond all others 
and becoming the expression of the mental condition of 
the people. Art, for instance, controlled the thoughts and 
feelings of the early Greek civilization; physical prowess 
and allegiance to country moulded the great Roman em- 
pire. During the dark middle ages a cloud of passiveness 
and ignorance seemed to overshadow the whole of human- 
ity, only to be dispelled by the glorious revival of learning 
which emanated from the brilliant minds clustered around 
the Byzantine Empire. 

What is the expression of our present civilization, partic- 
ularly in our own good country? I think we may wellsaya 
spirit of restlessness, for from pulpit and platform, in meet- 
ings social, political and commercial, on every hand do we 
hear comments of alarm upon the condition of unrest which 
seems to have taken such firm grasp upon all grades of 
society. Now, what are the causes of this unrest, and is it 
really so alarming? There is one sort of n«rvous restless- 
ness which pervades all our Western civilization, and I 
think is in a measure accounted for by Dr. Max Nordau. 
The mind of man has grown gradually with the progress of 
the world up to a time say fifty years ago, when, presto— 
in a moment, without preparation, the tremendous discov- 
eries and inventions of the Nineteenth century have been 
launched upon us. Every man to-day, with only the same 
amount of food and sleep as his grandfather, does ten 
times the work, receives ten times, yes, twenty-five times 
the number of sense impressions. Our ancestors attended 
to business with no distraction save perhaps the chirp of a 
a canary whose gilded cage hung in the office, while to-day 
into your one ear is poured the medley of sounds and vibra- 
tions from the street—the whizzing of the trolleys, the 
incessant clang of fire, police and ambulance Tells, the 
shouts of draymen, and the piping voices of newsboys. The 
other side of your head is no better off. This poor ear re- 
ceives the unending discord of store sounds--the telephone 
bell, the wrangling of your cashier with the customer who 
wants two off of a sixty-day account, the tramp, tramp of 
many feet, and the incessant click, click of the type-writer 
as it transfers to print your thoughts of but a moment be- 
fore. The strain has been too sudden for our nervous sys- 
tems, and humanity has broken down—is tired out. Have 
you never felt this? Have you never longed for just one 
week, one day when everything would stop and rest ? Not 
you alone, for then some other fellow would get ahead of 
you; but when everything—trailroads, mail service, banks, 
interest on that note you owe, steamships, electric lights, 
sun, moon, stars and gas works—everything, would stop 
for just one moment, so that you could catch just one 
breath ? But no, you are in the grasp of the hurrying, 
plunging universe, and ycu must keep awake and alive or 
go down and out. Progression or retrogression is the only 
alternative. _Dr. Nordau, however, comforts us with the 
remark that this nervous restlessness will correct itself in 
the future, when humanity has had time to assimilate the 
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many phenomena which have thus been ruthlessly thrust 
upon us. 

We may safely cease to worry, then, over this form of 
restlessness, and engage our attention with another form, 
apparently more serious in its effects and apparently far 
more dangerous to the welfare of our land. I refer to that 
feeling of social unrest always more or less prevalent, but 
which has appeared more clearly of late, due no doubt to 
the continued period of hard times through which we have 
passed. 

Primarily, restlessness in itself is not bad; it is natural, 
and hence good when properly directed. It isa scientific 
fact that by the restless, untiring use of certain organs, 
functions or ideas, that these organs, functions or ideas be- 
come prominent. Why, the simplest form of life, a mere 
tiny cell has two restless tendencies, a desire to grow and a 
desire to divide into two, which it promptly does the mo- 
ment it is large enough. 

Capital, when fixedly invested, produces interest, and 
what a restless fellow interest is, working day and night; a 
sacreligious rascal too, for while you are at prayers he is 
working all day Sunday piling up the profits on your good 
investments and running up a bigger bill against you on 
the bad ones. ‘Take this capital, however, and stir it upa 
little; buy something, sell this merchandise and buy again. 
Immediately this active capital begins to accumulate much 
more profit than when pavsive. The more restless the cap- 
ital, guided by judgment, the more will it produce. Rest- 
lessness, then, is a condition of our existence: and that 
plant, animal, man or nation,which is most restless in the 
proper direction is bound to supersede others. 

No nation of the globe is at this time more restless than 
our own, and if guided by good judgment and not by preju- 
dice, no nation has a brighter future. Our restlessness has 
frequently gotten us into trouble, but it has generally been 
due to poor direction, to prejudice. One sad accident, the 
result of prejudice, happened in 1860, and it has left a scar 
that will never be outgrown, but experience is a good if a 
hard teacher, and the lesson then taught will be long re- 
membered. We of to-day are enjoying privileges won 
for us by the many sad experiences of those who have 
gone before, and I think we who are younger often forget 
this. 

It is the misguidance by prejudice of our restless condi- 
tion that we are to fear then, as a nation. | 

Now, while there is undoubtedly much prejudice inherent 
in us all, yet I cannot but think that a large measure of our 
petty social prejudice and selfishness is due to the influence 
of the great political parties. One great party goes before 
the people and says, ‘‘Protection is the thing for you;” 
another party says, ‘‘ Free silver is the thing for you;” not 
one word about country, but ‘‘ you,’’ personally you. Is 
this the spirit of the founders of our nation? This is a 
government for the fAcop/e, by the people; not for you or 
for me by the people. 

We passed a crisis about eighteen months ago. Two 
great parties approached the people from the side of preju- 
dice, bare-faced and appealing to the basest kind of preju- 
dice; while a third party appealed squarely to their judg- 
ment. Men held their breaths, and well they might, for in 
our condition of unrest the decision of the people meant 
far more than silver or gold; it meant which power was to 
control our destinies—prejudice or sound judgment. The 
decision was registered fairly for judgment, and, gentle- 
men, that decision is the grandest result in many years, for 
it proves that deep down in the Learts of our laboring 
people, for that’s where the fight really was, personal 
prejudice was stifled by sound judgment. The result 
augurs brilliant prospects for our future, for upon this 
unselfish basis alone can a republican form of government 
exist. 

It is disheartening that this splendid example was not 
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followed in the municipal election held not long agoin a 
great city not far off. There prejudice won. I speak of 
party prejudice. A large proportion of the intelligent 
people of that great city permitted the defeat of a cultured, 
respected citizen for a high office, rather than divorce their 
national party prejudice from municipal affairs, and worse 
than all else, some prominent men under the very shadow 
of our nationaj administration lent their aid to this miser- 
able party prejudice. I once heard of a Chicago political 
boss who made a brilliant speech, urging the people to be 
true and faithful to one party, and it has since leaked out 
that this worthy gentleman had six wives. Ido not mean 
to infer that all our political bosses have six wives each; 
that is impossible; they do not all live in Chicago; I wish 
they did: but I do mean to say that nine out of ten of our 
party prejudice leaders will dump you and their party the 
moment they can make a better deal with some other fac- 
tion. Greater New York has had her hair plaited in this 
style of late, and the quicker she cuts off the ‘‘ Plait.” the 
better she will look. Municipal governments can never be 
satisfactory until people are willing to cast aside prejudice 
and ‘‘split the ticket.” If, asa city, state and nation, we 
can always stand on the side of judgment in every ques- 
tion, we need have no fear of our restless condition. Act- 
ivity has put this country where she is, and she is not going 
to stop. It is activity that to-day enables the ship-building 
interests of the Delaware to rival those of the far-famed 
Clyde; American locomotives and American steel rails to 
carry Civilization into the wilderness of new lands. It is 
American activity that causes every tree in the wide, wide 
world to tremble from leaf to rootlet at the name of Diss- 
ton’s saws; every tack in the universe to hide its head at 
the thought of Plumb’s hammers, and every cur dog from 
the Transvaal to the Klondyke to run for his life at the 
mere mention of the Enterprise sausage machine. 

On these lines nothing can hold this country down, 
with our wonderful resources, ingenuity and imitative 
ability; but our activities must be guided, and guided pro- 
perly. 

Tempered by judgment, 
Blessed be restlessness.

We scarcely realize how fleeting and transitory is that 
period of time we call the present. It comes from the 
womb of the future, and in an instant passes into the 
grave of the past, carrying with it the record of our deeds: 
The present is the tiny point of wave-washed rock upon 
which we stand, leaving before and behind us the illimit- 
able watery washes of the ocean of time. Moere calls it: 
‘‘ This narrow isthmus ‘twixt the boundless seas—the past, 
the future—two eternities.” Even this banquet, lately so 
much in evidence, is now past, or soon will be, but the 
nightmare is yet tocome. The present is prolific of good 
intentions, but the future too often witnesses their igno- 
minious extinction. One of the notable deities of 
the Romans was Janus, whose temple stood open during 
warand was closed during peace. This god had two faces, 
one turned toward the east and the other toward the west. 
He gazed with equal placidity upon the rising and upon the 
setting sun. He welcomed the coming of the day with the 
same lack of enthusiasm which he bestowed upon its de- 
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parture. If he had thoughts upon the current topics of the 
day he veiled them behind a brazen front and shrouded 


them in a monumental silence. Janus has sometimes ap- 
peared to me to be the patron saint of the trafficker in 


Hardware. In his honor has been named a lock which, 
like a good rule, works both ways. Those whom an unre- 
lenting fate has caused to come into contact with the pur- 
chasing department of a Hardware house will recognize in 
the buyersome of the characteristic traits of Janus him- 
self. After waiting in the atrium of the temple witha 
number of other victims destined for the sacrifice, each 
guarding jealously his lares and penates in mysterious 
boxes cinctured with straps, the daring one is finally 
ushered into the presence. The retiring guest is sped, and 
the coming one is welcomed with the same frapped im- 
penetrability of countenance. The samples are spread 
out, but neither their beauty of finish, harmony of design, 
exquisite workmanship, superior quality nor ridiculously 
low prices, apparently move this man with the iron mask. 
His nerves of steel repress the thrill of joy he feels at 
securing a bargain, and an order is finally drawn from 
him as with a corkscrew, and on purely philanthropic 
lines. 

Then our friend, the buyer, is a victim of the discount 
habit. No net figure, however low, brings the same joy to 
his heart as the same price reached by a tortuous stairway 
of discounts. The crowning triumph after the bottom has 
been reached is a still lower deep attained through the me- 
dium for cash discount. If this cash discount is only 2 %, 
he is happy until, like the tiger who has tasted blood, he 
some time strikes a hapless victim whose necessities are 
greater than his will power for 5 ¢, and forever after he is 
a commercial Oliver Twist. This inoculation of the dis- 
count virus shows sometimes its baneful effects in other 
relations of life. 

But while, in the light of our Nineteenth century wisdom, 
we smile at what we may call the foolishness of the an- 
cients, we may yet profit by much which they have writ- 
ten and the ideas they have suggested. As the grain of 
wheat, wrapped in the mummy’s cerements and lost to the 
world for thousands of years, may grow when planted in 
the earth, so the germs of truth contained in the writings 
of these back numbers of humanity may become vitalized 
when properly used by us. The God Janus may teach us 
useful lessons. I do not rise here to chant the praises of 
duplicity, but I do urge the utility of retrospection in its 
bearing upon the future. Those who only look behind 
them, like Bellamy, are apt to trip over some obstacle in 
their path and fall. Those who look only in front of them 
are apt to be run over by some competitor who is driving 
the chariot of progress. Those who gaze in the Assyrian 
way of the god Janus will most probably be on hand when 
the laurel crowns are distributed. 

This is now the time to be sorry and repent. Those of 
you who as buyers have aided in depressing the manufac- 
turer’s prices and thus forced him to degrade the quality of 
his goods to harmonize therewith, now have the oppor- 
tunity to undo this wrong. Resolve in the year to come to 
give him all he asks for, and send sunshine into his home, 
and gladden the hearts of his little children. 

It is impossible for any normally constituted person to 
live so entirely in the present that the future can be ig- 
nored. Inthe most trivial as well as the most vital con- 
cerns of life, to-morrow plays an important part. An Irish- 
man who was looking ahead, entered a jewelry store, 
beckoned a clerk to one side, and, in a mysterious whisp*: f,. 
asked, ‘‘Have ye anny plane goold weddin’ ringsr’ 
‘« Eighteen carat ?” asked the clerk. ‘‘It’s none of your 
domed business,” said the Irishman, ‘‘ whether I’ve been 
ating carrotts or onions.” 

Finally we must be frank with ourselves. We have had, 
the past—what use have we made of it? We have the, 
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present—what are we doing withit? The future is not 
yet ours, but how-will we meet it ?

Review of the Markets. 


Hardware: Reports from our well-informed correspond- 
ents from trade centers in all parts of the Union, indicate a 
mitich better trade during the winter than is annually an- 
ticipated, and a very hopeful feeling for future business 
prevails ‘n consequence. 

Wire Nails: Continue to feel an average demand, devoid 
of much of the speculative feeling which the agitation of 
pooling interests was supposed to instigate. Orders for 
future delivery at the rates now prevailing are not entered 
fot later dates than February. The quotations remain sub- 
stantially as in our previous issue, with an undercurrent of 
belief that contracts covering several carloads might be 
shaded five cents a keg. We quote: For carload lots, 
$1.45, base, f. 0. b. mill. New York quotations, $1.60 for 
carload lots on dock, and the usual advance for smaller 
lots from store. 

Cut Nails: Although prices are very favorable for larger 
tiansactions than are reported, the business in this staple 
line is only nominal, and quotations remain as last noted, 
New York quotations being for carload lots on dock $1.25; 
smaller lots from store, $1.35. 

Linseed Oil: The Dean Linseed Oil Co., No. 181 Front 
Street, New York, quote as follows: In lots of less than 5 
barrels, 43 cents per gallon; in lots of 5 barrels or more, 42 
cents per gallon. The 5-barrel price only appli.s to deliv- 
efies of that quantity at one time.

Calcutta oil, 54 cents 
per gallon.

The Abuse of the Circular. 


Asa means of advertising, the modern circular has been 
pushed to extremes. It has been multiplied to the point of 
excess, and in many instances become a declared nuisance. 
It has become a burden to the mail carrier and an eyesore 
to the man of business. Theone in his line of duty carries 
it, and the other, to save hts eyes and his temper, consigns 
it to the waste-basket. In a majority of instances it is 
brushed aside without perusal, while the man who paid the 
expense of printing and mailing has to subsist on faith 
rather than on returns. ‘This is to be deplored, as a waste 
of time and enterprise. All kinds of means are in use to 
make the circular attractive. Some are really fine speci- 
mens of art and also of effective decoration. ‘The printer 
is lavish with his skill and the lithographer with his tools, 
but in spite of artistic aids, the ornate missive is generally 
unappreciated and seldom read. Business men as a 
rule, while keen enough in scent of business, are not dis- 
posed in favor of literary bouquets. The circular is fre- 
quently an enflowered communication. In literary, medical 
and other professional lines, it has its special fitness, but 
with the manufacturer and merchant it has passed beyond 
its sphere of usefulness. There is nothing sinister or ob- 
jectionable in its purpose; it has aclean commercial intent 
and is praiseworthy in its artistic effort to make its presen- 
tation attractive, but iu spite of this it has spoiled its mis- 
sion by glutting the waste-baskets of business houses. It 
is a matter of question as to whether a dodger given away 
in the street, or a chromo given with a package of baking 
powder, is not of more direct advertising value than many 


of our high-cost circulars. An advertisement to be suc- 
cessful must not be of a vazrant intermittent kind. When 
placed in the right paper and kept there it becomes famil- 
iar to the readers eye. It takes root in his memory, and if 
it me-ts his wants as a business man, that is the particular 
peg on which he hangs his hat, or the pile on which he 
The steady ‘‘ ad.” is a lodestone and if it

places his order. 
takes time to attract trade, it eventually does so. 
are not always prompt, and no doubt are sometimes dis- 
appointing, but the advertiser is querulous and unreason- 
able, who, having put his eggs under the hen, looks for 
chicks before they have time to hatch. If much of the 
money now expended on circulars was devoted to persist- 
ent and rightly placed advertising, we are of the conviction 
that it would be better for all concerned.—Age of Steel.

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American Plows for Greece. 


A dispatch from Washington of a recent date, states 
that the Greek government wishes to purchase at least ten 
thousand plows to distribute among the Thessalian refu- 
gees in order that they may return to cultivate the land 
they abandoned at the approach of the Turks. Thessaly 
is mostly a plain, with sticky, clayey soil, in which wild 
plants and roots abound. The Thessalians are just now a 
burden on Greece, and King George has a committee at 
work testing implements for them on a farm near Athens. 
Native plows are good but expensive. Wood is scarce and 
costly, so Greek plows are made wholly of iron and steel, 
on which there is a high duty. Agricultural implements 
are, however, admitted free. This good ‘‘tip” to Ameri- 
can manufacturers came to the State Department recently 
from George Horton, Consul at Athens. He says a firm in 
Smyrna sent over some American Oliver plows, which 
were better than any Germany, England or France offered, 
but the agents wanted high prices for them, though they 
were not best grade. Consul Horton told the committee 
that Americans make better, stronger, lighter and, quality 
considered, cheaper agricultural appliances than any coun- 
try in the world. This interested the committee, and if 
they get catalogues and prices, promptly followed up by 
visits from agents, Americans will have more than a chance 
for the contracts. 


The Keyless Night Latch. 


In these days of chainless wheels, smokeless powder and 
other thingless things, it is quite natural that some genius 
should invent a keyless night latch. Keyless locks have 
been common enough upon safes and cash drawers since the 
day of Butterworth’s original invention, but to this day all 
of these permutation locks depend upon eyesight. For 
years it has been the boast of safe-lock makers that their 
combinations defy the finest sensibilities of sandpapered 
fingers. That would kill the keyless night latch at the 
start, because it is a night lock, and must necessarily be 


worked in the dark. A Jerseyman is the inventor and pat- 
entee of the new device, and he is just a little bit afraid 
that it may add to the volume of profanity in the world, 
but he feels sure that it will be appreciated by people who 
invariably go straight home, or home straight, and ordin- 
arily have half a dozen flat keys on aring, all of which feel 
alike in the dark. 

His latch has no keyhole, and works with a knob which 
looks like any ordinary doorknob, but is arranged so that 
it makes a series of sharp clicks as it is turned. These 
clicks can be felt as well as heard, so that a deaf and blind 
man can read them as heturns the knob. Twoclicks to 
the left and three to the right will open a door if the com- 
bination is set at 25, or it may be set at any figure up to 
999, with all of the advantages of the terms involved in a 
short thousand of numerals. 

It is extremely simple in its mechanical details, but it 
would take a stranger some weeks to open the door if he 
did not have a tip on the combination. If a rounder has 
any doubts of his ability to remember the combination of 
his front door he can set the knob at his age, that of his 
wife or mother-in-law, or even the street number, straight 
or transposed, and then there will be little chance of his for- 
getting it.—WMew York Sun.

British Goods in the Colonies. 


The Age of Steel says: ‘‘ The displacement of British 
goods in colonial markets has been, and is, of so serious a 
nature that a searching investigation has been made both 
as to the causes thereof and as to the articles that are less 
in demand. An English contemporary classifies the causes 
under three heads—pride, supineness and absolute neglect. 
It is not a matter of ability, but pig-headed conservatism. 
In Queensland 50 to 60 per cent. of Hardware is imported 
from Germany, America supplies 75 per cent. of imple- 
ments and of ironware generally and Belgium and Germany 
monopolize from 75 to 80 per cent. of the trade. In New 
Zealand imported machinery is largely British, but in the 
implement trade, such as reapers, binders, mowers and 
seed drills, the United States supply the greater bulk. In 
firearms, glassware, saws, axes, nails and hammers Amer- 
ican and European makes are preferred to the British 
article. Adaptability to local tastes, lightness and cheap- 
ness and an intelligent effort to push business are no* to be 
offset in securing a market by any false notions of suprem- 
acy or a foolish pertinacity in sticking to forms that are 
becoming obsolete.” 


The English Way. 


Put away season’s goods promptly, nothing looks worse 
than to see paraffin cooking stoves, fly-cheat meat safes, 
dish covers, and such like articles showing in October or 
November. Directly the demand for any particular arti- 
cle is on the wane, remove it, for it is not earning you any- 
thing, and replace it with something more seasonable. 
Don’t put them aside to do up and put away at your leis- 
ure, for that time seldom or never comes in an ironmon- 
ger’s establishment. Do it at once, and if any article is in- 
complete or broken, don’t put it away so, but order the 
part wanted at once, and then when you want to show that 
particular article again you need not fear to open the pa- 
per before acustomer. It gives a tone to a shop to be able 
to show a thing out of season which is bright and clean. 
Apprentices of to-day don’t know what cleaning goods 


means, when compared with the apprentice of by-gone 
days; his whole time was made up of cleaning goods or 
nail weighing, and he was not allowed to do any counter 
work until he was in his fourth or fifth year. They served 
seven years then.—/ronmongery.
